ACCURATE DATING- May Iurge our members check 
for accuracy the year and model the antique 
cars they now own purchase. recent years 
far too many times read 1899 Interna- 
tional, Sears 1902 Maxwell being 
offered for sale registered some enthu- 
siast. None these cars, course, were 
production the years mentioned, and this sam- 
ple used only urge upon every the 
importance securing accurate data year 
and model before the car licensed news 
ownership records most 
states are destroyed after five ten years, 
and titles for antique cars can secured upon 
the sworn statement the owner the 
make and model. Even California, where the 


titling and licensing new cars very rigid, 
the owner antique car can sign 
affidavit that any car has been storage for 
certain number years, state the year 
which believes the car was manufactured and, 
within short time, secure what known 
California pink slip. The pink slip Califor- 
nia considered most people positive 
evidence when modern car was first sold 
and registered. Therefore, when pink slip 
turns with the make antique car and 
certified date, this considered positive ev- 
idence the year manufacture the av- 
erage car owner. Even late January 1955 
vertising 1902 REO and listing price 
$8,000. The advertiser even stated that had 
owned the car since its manufacture and that 
was 1902 model because had 
it. That would date the car before Ransom 
Olds ever produced offered REO for 


sale, and shows how ridiculous situation 
has become some instances.

1940 the membership 
had increased 104. Four more saw the 
membership increase 310. When mid-1946 roll- 
around there were 521 members, and 
more years the rolls stood 747. this time 
the regional group movement took hold and 
1950 boasted 1,700 members. 1954 the 
roster had swelled 4,270. with con- 
siderable pride, understandably so, the 
directors announced the December Board Meet- 
ing that the Club had closed the books its 
eighteenth year with 5,875 members. The public- 
ity boys would call “membership 6,000.” 
Well, not quite, but close.

“THE STEERING the official pub 
lication the Horseless Carriage Club 
vada won the President’s Trophy very close 
competition for the award. the result the 
announcement made the May-June 1955 GAZETTE, 


eighteen publications, representing many 
regional groups, entered the contest. Floyd 
Clymer, who Chairman Regional 


Groups, submitted the eighteen publications 
the awards committee for the judging. 


The awards committee, chosen from the Na- 
tional Directors and the GAZETTE 
fully screened the periodicals after 
outlining and defining the rules asset forth 
the May-June 1955 GAZETTE. easy 
matter decide who was the winner.There were 
four screenings, eliminations, with the pub- 
lications being scanned point point, review- 
ed, compared, judged and rejudged, that all 
received fair and equitable treatment. The rules 
had stated that the various regional group 
would judged for their “coverage 
local, regional and national horseless carriage 
activities, editorial policy, feature articles, 
technical information and classified advertise- 
size nor illustrations played any part 
judging. The papers were judged solely 
their conformance the above rules.

POINTS TO CONSIDER IN JUDGING HORSELESS CARRIAGES 


TOP --- Check for original type bows and material and rear window, Check 
detail of sewing and originality of fasteners, buckles, straps, etc: 


UPHOLSTERY --- Try to ascertain whether or not car originally had leather 
or substitute. Check upholstery type, diamond pleat, straight pleat 
or flat finish. Check trim tape and tack heads for originality. 
Be sure to consider effort and time spent to duplicate original. 


PAINT --- Most antique cars had black fenders. Give consideration to car 
that more nearly duplicates original color scheme. Quality of 
workmanship is of prime importance here, 


STRIPING --- Do not be misled by (barber-pole) striping. Striping was an 
art in the old days. Look this one over carefully and rate as to 
how near original striping has been duplicated, 


BRASS --- Determine if car belongs to "brass-age". Remember brass where 
nickle ought to be or vice-versa is not in keeping with our policy 
of accurate restorations. Chrome plating has no place at all in 
antique restoration, 


ENGINE --- Oleanliness, accuracy of restoration, and over-all performnce 
are to be considered here. Try to ascertain to what degree owner 
went into overhaul. Give credit for rebore, regrind, etc. Don't 
expect motors to be too quiet. However, a boiler-factory job 
does not warrant too mch credit, 


UNDERCARRIAGE --- Look underneath. A job that has not been cleaned thor- 
oughly before painting belongs in the bucket and broom divisions. 
Look at springs and spring bolts, brake rods, clevis, etc. Check 
for baling wire repairs. 


WHEELS & TIRES --- Accuracy of restoration calls for non-demountable rims 
and wheels in many cases. Give this due consideration. Check 
tire size against original and make allowance where necessary, 
due to non-production of some antique sizes, Check condition of 
tires from safety angle. 


AUTHENTICITY —- This is self-explanatory; however, one word of warning. 
Cars obviously mis-aged are to be disqualified. Exception: a 
later motor of the original type may be considered, as this does 
not necessarily up-date the car. 


Give due consideration to time and effort spent by the owner in producing 
an accurate restoration. A job done right is worthy of encourage- 
ment.

SUGGESTIONS THE AWARDS COMMITTEE SHOULD FOLLOW 
AS TO JUDGING STANDARDS 

For the purpose of dating any automobile, we can accept only the Model 
or "Style Year", .rather than the actual date of manufacture of an individual 
car, This is in line with the long-established practice by nearly all auto- 
mobile makers, including Ford, to introduce a new style at some time other 
than on New Year's Day - an entirely understandable practice, 
1. A car stands on its own merits regardless of who is the over. 


2. Omer restoration should be encouraged but not given preference. It 
is impossible for the owner to completely restore every part of his car. 


Any car positively misdated should not be considered for judging. 


True colors will score higher than pastel shades. Metallic color paint 
did not exist in the early days, 


Old original upholstery will not score higher than new exact duplicate 
upholstery, 


Accessories designed for the particular car model are acceptable 
providing they are in working condition, 


Score points will be deducted for cars overly restored, such as added 
brass, strips, brackets or lamps, Natural wood wheels instead of painted. 
Added trunk, box or rack, Also, fancy floor coverings and extra wooden 
trim, Remember, over-restoring can completely change the car's original 
appearance, Deduct points for chrome plating and brass where painted 
steel should be, 


Judging shall be based on authenticity and ability of car to function 
mechanically as it did when manufactured. 


A car that is restored to a "OST ORIGINAL" condition shall out-point a 
competing car which has finish or equipment better than original.

Mr. whose mechanical skill put 
together the first horseless carriage conceived 
Elwood Haynes 1893, spoke feelingly the 
honor being paid him and expressed wish 
that his brother Elmer could have been present.

that the first Haynes car was built--- the car 
which ran successfully its own power, and 
brought the automobile age Kokomo. Elmer Ap- 
person died 1920. Alarge portrait him was 
displayed the platform during the program. 


Adding color the occasion col- 
lection old automobiles, the property the 
members the Haynes- Apperson Pioneer Auto Club 
Kokomo. The cars assembled 
school parking lot and Mr. Apperson and Mayor 
Gilbert rode 1916 Apperson model which had 
been Mr. Apperson’s experimental car. The other 
cars the collection included 1923 Apperson 
four door sedan, 1917 Buick, 1918 Haynes 
roadster, 1922 Franklin and 1924 Maxwell. 


Mr. Haworth Apperson brothers’ 
early days, tracing their youth the Howard 
County farm where they were born, the sons 
Elbert and Anne Landon Apperson. related how 
Edgar and Elmer, being 
left the farm and took over the Riverside 
Machine Works Kokomo, after Edgar had first 
operated bicycle shop just south the 
strong Landon Building. 


When Mr. Haynes came the machine shop 
and asked the brothers they would build 
motar, the idea fired Edgar’s imagination, Mr. 
Haworth said. Apperson had seen only one gaso- 
line engine before and had never heard 
gasoline-driven vehicle. Yet eight months 
produced car that had three 
and reverse, differential gears, tiller 
steering wheel, foot throttle, muffler, 
front axle that remained unchanged until front 
wheel springing came more than later, 
ball bearings all four wheels, double ellip- 
tical springs front and rear, and thermo- 
syphon cooling system. Nothing essential the 
operation cars has been added since, except 
electric lights and push-button gadgets, Ha- 
worth noted. 


July 1894, the first test run 
the Pumpkinvine Pike was successful and the car 
attained speed perhaps miles per 
hour. Mr. Haynes and both Appersons took turns 
the tiller. When the Company 
was organized 1898, dozen cars were built 
the first year, selling $1,250 each, Mr. Ha- 
worth continued. One the men who worked for 
the company was John who later built 
Maxwell cars--- the cars which 
Chrysler cars. Later the Appersons had their own 
company. 


The speaker told Edgar’s fondness for 
sports, and the cars entered racing events 
and hill climbing contests. Once Edgar won 
$1,000 bet from Barney Oldfield winning 
race. 


Another incident Mr. Apperson’s life 
which Haworth related was the time when got 
home-run off the mighty Christy Mathewson, one 
the greatest pitchers baseball history. 
The two men were playing opposing teams 
Elks Club game Fort Wayne and Edgar touch- 
the great Christy for homer. 


How the Appersons entered car the 


Indianapolis 500-mile race 1911, but did not 
finish the race, and how they had entry the 
following year but saw wrecked was told 
the speaker. one was killed the wreck, but 
some Apperson’s men were endangered, and 


quit the racing game rather than risk injury 
anyone else.
